At the meeting the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer placed before his colleagues his 
completed plans in connection with the 
meeting of the Allied Finance Ministers. 
All aspects of the Dawes scheme and the 
payments to be made under it have been 
investigated thoroughly, and the resulting 
figures have been utilised as a basis upon 
which the question of French indebtedness 
has been considered. Officially, for the 
purpose of the Paris Conference, the ques- 
tions are separate and apart, but they 
are so closely interwoven that it has been 

to produce two sets of docn- 
ments. The first relates entirely to the 
division of the German payments, and the 
other, which will be informally placed 
before the French Government, deals with 
the ability of France to meet her obliga- 
tions, should the reparations payments be 

coming. 


Cologne. 


I am told by a man who has just re- 
turned from a long visit to France that 
the retief there over the postponement : 
the Cologne evacuation is very great. The 
French people are firmly convinced that 
directly the Allies cease their occupation 
of the Rhine districts the Germans wil! 
be ready and equipped with all the 
soldiers, guns, tanks and bombing planes 
that they need to take their revenge 
There may be much in this opinion; for 
it is known to the Governments of Europe 
that Germany is re-arming on a much 
larger scale than is commonly realised 
Not ohly is she making armaments for 
herself, but she is importing arms from 
neighbouring countries like Holland, 
Switzerland and Sweden. 


Deminions and the League. 


Mr. Amery, the Colonial Secretary, is 
said to be most disappointed at the inertia 
of the Dominions on the question of hold. 
ing an Imperial conference to discuss 
matters concerning the Empire and the 
League of Nations. The present Govern 
ment took up office with the determina- 
tion to consult the Dominions on all 
matters of importance, but the result of 
the first effort has been quite a shock to 
its aspirations, and rather indicates that it 
is moving faster than the Dominions are 
prepared to follow. It is said that the 
eoling against the League of Nations is 
very strong in several of the Dominions. 
more particularly regarding the proposed 
Geneva Protocol. é erincipal reason 
given is that the British Navy may be 
unduly committed for punitive purposes, 
while, in the case of Australia, the 
apanese question is one wh:-h prejudices 
the — mind against the League.

Italy's Woee. 


The situation in Italy is much discussed 
here, and the opinion is that, while it is 
very obscure, it is probable that Signor 
Mussol..1i contemplates a new coup d'état, 
which will re-establish his position for a 
time, and that there will be dramatic 
developments in the course of a day or 
two. It is recognised that the Italian 
Prime Minister has unscrupulous oppo- 
nents to contend against, and that he has 
hitherto shown no sign of lacking fighting 
power. The use of the Fascisti militia, 
a purely non-official body, to guard rail 
way lines and to close places where the 
politically suspect may meet, seems some- 
what questionable to people accustomed to 
the rule of law and order under the con- 
trol of the police; but, since Signor 
Mussolini is the head of the Fascist move- 
ment, it is not surprising that he should 
make use of it. It is generally agreed 
that something out of the ordinary must 
have happened during the past few days 
to divert the mind of Signor Mussolini 
from his intention of carrying out the 
Parliamentary and _ electoral reforms 
promised only last week. 


The Weather. 


The Air Ministry to-day reports that 
the barometer is rising generally over the 
British Isles, and, what is better, that the 
rise extends over a large surrounding area 
well out into mid-Atlantic. There is, how- 
ever, a fly in the ointment.

HIS LATEST SPEECH. 


The Times, in a leading article on the posi-

An immense quantity of archives and 
documents were found with him.

A BARGE SUNK. 


At 7.30 a.m. on Friday morning three laden 
canal boats left the pier head at Killaloe for 
Dublin. At a point called Derrybacon, on 
Lough Derg, motor boat 24 M broke away 
owing to the gale, and drifted into Castle- 
town. The other two boats were tossed about 
like corks. At Parker’s Point they were 
struck by a heavy squall, and the engines 
ceased to work. The boats were driven 
against the wall of Derrypark, and the crews 
took shelter in Derrypark Wood, where they 
lighted a fire to dry their clothes. Mr. 
Parker Hutchinson, Castlelough, discovered 
the men, and took them to his house, and 
provided them with food and shelter for the 
night. One motor boat was sunk. The other 
two were driven on the rocks, but were after- 
wards got off 

Since 1891 the Shannon at Killaloe was 
never so high. On Monday morning the mail 
car from Limerick to Killaloe was some hours 
late owing to the state of the roads. 


CONDITIONS IN GALWAY. 
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SHORTAGE OF FUEL. 

The floods in the County Galway have 
reached a high point, and lands and roads 
that have not been under water for years are 
now swirling lakes. The Corrib was never so 

igh in living memory. The lake and its 
tributaries have overflown their banks, and 
the area of the Claregalway river is flooded 
for miles In the poorer districts the condi- 
tions have led to acute misery, particularly 
2 to the shortage of fuel. Many houses 
are flooded, or in the middle of water-logged 
areas. Agricultural stock is suffering con- 
siderably. In a few instances they have had 
to be herded on the only dry spot on the 
farm, and it is difficult now to reach them 
with feod. A few farms near the Claregalway 
river are altogether under water. 

In the South Galway district sheep rot has 
added to the misery of the outlook, and some 
farmers who had depended on their sheep for 
their rent and rates found themselves com- 
pelled to sell them at a sacrifice. News from 
outside districts is difficult to obtain owing 
to the interruption of telegraphic and 
telephonic communication. Linesmen are 
working everywhere, and communications are 
rapidly being restored.
